COMMUNITY First Respond¬ 
ers are urgently needed to 
help save lives in Newmarket 
- as only one remains to cover 
the whole town. 

That is the message from 
the county’s community part¬ 
nerships manager, Ion Nee¬ 
dle, and the town’s only First 
Responder, fohn Malone. 

The volunteer responders 
are called by the ambulance 
service to attend potentially 
life threatening incidents - 
often saving lives in those 
crucial first moments before 
paramedics arrive. 

fohn Malone, of St Phillips 
Road in Newmarket, is the last 
remaining First Responder 
in the area - and Jon Needle,

who heads the group, says an 
area like this is in need of six 
to eight volunteers. 

John said: “Community 
First Responders are extreme¬ 
ly important - even more so 
in rural areas where ambu¬ 
lance response times may be 
longer. For most of the inci¬ 
dents I have gone to this year, 
I have been there before the 
ambulance service. 

“It’s the reassurance for 
patients and their families of 
someone being there with the 
right equipment, if needs be, 
to resuscitate.” 

Community First Respond¬ 
ers are given two weekends 
of training, teaching how to 


resuscitate a patient, how to 
use a defibrillator and how to 
deal with incidents including 
choking. 

Jon Needle said there was 
“no doubt” the Responders 
help with incidents - and 
since their introduction, 
there has been an increase in 
cardiac arrest survival. 

He said: “When someone 
dials 999 it is a big event for 
them. 

“To have someone turn up 
who knows how to deal with a 
situation will help calm them 
down. 

“We have found that when 
ambulance crews turn up, 
the First Responder seems 
to have things under con¬ 
trol and it’s a very different

‘He pointed a 
gun at me but 
it didn’t go off

THE nephew of a man killed 
on New Year’s Day narrowly 
escaped death when a shot¬ 
gun that had been pushed 
into his stomach failed to go 
off, a court was told. 

Mark Mosley, 43, is on trial 
at Cambridge Crown Court 
where he denies murder¬ 
ing 36-year-old father-of- 
four, Jessie Smith, who was 
shot in the back in the early 
hours of January 1. 

Mosley, of First Drove, 
Burwell, also denies the 
attempted murder of Mr 
Smith’s nephew, Paul Smith, 
known as Rambo. 

The court heard that, on 
January 1, Rambo and Mr 
Smith, along with Rambo’s 
brother in law, Fred Samu¬ 
els, his father, Paul Smith 
senior, and cousin, Albert 
Smith, got into Jessie Smith’s 
car and headed for a travel¬ 
lers’ site in Burwell where 
the Mosley family lived. 

Earlier, there had been an 
altercation at the Comrades 
Club in Soham. Rambo had 
been hit by an unknown at¬ 
tacker, the court was told. 

He phoned family, includ¬ 
ing Jessie Smith, who came 
to pick him up. Rambo 
hoped to find out who was 
responsible for hitting him 
and fight him. 

Giving evidence, he said: 
“In travelling communities, 
if something like that hap¬ 
pens, two men have a fight 
and then it is left at that.” 

When they arrived, three 
people emerged from Mos¬ 
ley’s plot. One of them was 
identified as the man who 
hit Rambo, the court heard. 

Because the man was larg¬ 
er, they decided Albert Smith 
should fight him. Rambo 


fought another “skinny lad”. 

The court heard that Mark 
Mosley left the scene. “Then 
I heard someone shout 
‘gun’,” said Rambo. “He 
[Mosley] came back with a 
gun. The gun came up to¬ 
wards us and he pointed it 
right at me. 

“He seemed to be trying to 
pull the trigger, it sounded 
like it was clicking. 

“Then my dad knocked 
it up with his hand and the 
gun went bang and it fired. 

“I didn’t know what to 
think at that time. 

“I heard shots going off. I 
think, three gun shots. It was 
all in a matter of seconds.” 

Jessie Smith, injured, be¬ 
gan to drive along the lane 
with Rambo in the back 
of the Shogun and Albert 
Smith in the passenger seat. 

But yesterday, Rambo 
denied “packing a car with 
weapons” as John Black QC 
described his account as “a 
pack of lies”. 

Mr Black suggested Ram¬ 
bo knew who had attacked 
him and set out for revenge. 

Mr Black said: “I suggest 
it was you [Rambo] that 
kicked off the violence that 
night with your rowdy be¬ 


haviour. You could not con¬ 
trol yourself.” 

He questioned Rambo’s 
assertion that no weapons 
were brought by them. 

According to a police of¬ 
ficer at the assault in Soham, 
Rambo was heard to say: 
“They [the Mosley family] 
are out there with guns.” 

Mr Black said this must 
have been at the back of his 
mind when he was arrang¬ 
ing to meet them and he 
would have taken “precau¬ 
tions” in case things went 
badly. Rambo denied this. 

Rambo also denied a sug¬ 
gestion there had been a 
sawn-off shotgun and an¬ 
other gun with a long barrel 
in the Shogun they used to 
travel to the site. The court 
was shown shotgun shells 
that had been found in Jes¬ 
sie’s jacket pocket. 

Rambo admitted, how¬ 
ever, that there had been a 
meat-cleaver and a chain¬ 
saw in the vehicle. 

“That’s what Jessie used 
to cut wood for the stove,” 
Rambo said. 

Jessie Smith was declared 
dead less than three hours 
into 2015. 

The trial continues.

scene.” But currently, John is 
only able to cover Newmar¬ 
ket, and occasionally Exn- 
ing, at weekends. 

“I do what I can, but dur¬ 
ing the week there is no oth¬ 
er cover in the area,” he said. 

“The ambulance is there, 
of course, but if there are 
other people to do it, that 
would be great.” 

The former Special Con¬ 
stable said that taking on the 


duties does not “put your life 
on hold” - sometimes he is 
tasked to nothing in a week¬ 
end, while other times he 
may attend many. 

Both Jon and John say that 
the best traits for a First Re¬ 
sponder is a desire to help 
others. 

Jon said: “If you have a 
kind and caring nature then 
you would be perfect. It’s 
about being there and help¬ 
ing people in their time of 
need.” 


John added: “You can see 
things that are a little diffi¬ 
cult from time to time and 
not everyone will make it so 
you have to be resilient. 

“But it could be any one of 
us who is in need of emer¬ 
gency help so the more peo¬ 
ple available to provide that, 
the better.”

Prospects Products includ¬ 
ing chutneys, sauces and 
preserves. 

Maz Baker, development 
co-manager at The Pros¬ 
pects Trust, said: “We are 
so grateful to all the people 
who voted for our small but 
very inspiring charity. 

“Friday’s kitchen grand 
opening was our way of say¬ 
ing thank you to all those 


who helped as vote mak¬ 
ers on the day to encourage 
people to pick up the phone 
and vote Prospects Trust.” 

The farm currently oper¬ 
ates an 18 acre organic site, 
providing work and training 
to more than 45 co-workers 
alongside an accessible 
learning centre for schools, 
groups and volunteers to 
show what it is like to work 
on the farm. 

Some of the kitchen’s tasty 
offerings were up for grabs 
at the kitchen’s grand open¬ 
ing on Friday, as a Great 
Snakehall Farm Bake Off 
was held.

£1,700 raised after 
fire at village school 



A COMMUNITY is banding to¬ 
gether to raise money for their 
local primary school after a dev¬ 
astating fire gutted a classroom. 

Exning Primary School was se¬ 
verely damaged during the sus¬ 
pected arson attack, which de¬ 
stroyed the Year One classroom 
- just the night before the new 
term was due to begin. 

But parents and local resi¬ 
dents have come together, with 
one mum setting up a fundrais¬ 
ing campaign to raise money for 
the school. 

The campaign, which started 
with an aim to raise £500 for 
the primary school, has grown 
significantly - raising a total of 
£1,675 so far. 

The page was set up by Freya 
Locke, who says her and her 
brother, as well as her own 
children, attended the primary 
school. 

On the fundraising page,

she described the primary as a 
“wonderful school” and told the 
News : “In the early hours, before 
many children were to have their 
first ever day at big school, a fire 
broke out and destroyed a lot of 
equipment and one of the chil¬ 
dren’s classrooms. 

“The whole community is sad¬ 
dened. I was a pupil at the school 
and my kids were both pupils at 
the school. 

“My youngest, Aedan, has got 
autism and they did so much for 
him and really cared about him 
a lot - they make all children feel 
like that. 

“When we heard there was a 
fire it was gutting really, and we 
wanted to do something to help. 
The school has always been a 
massive part of the community 


and has always helped the local 
families and children greatly.” 

James Clark, headteacher, said 
the support was “amazing”. 

He told the News : “The sup¬ 
port has been great, not only 
through raising money but also 
offering their help in any way. 

“Any money raised will go on 
the children and will go directly 
towards learning. 

“We did lose 8,000 books in 
the fire as they were being stored 
in a corridor. We put out a plea to 
parents if they had any titles by 
certain authors and the results 
were fantastic.” 

Mr Clark is in the process of 
talking to the school’s insurance 
company to have all that they 
lost replaced. 

MP Matthew Hancock has 
also pledged his support for the 
school after a visit. 

He said: “While it was shock¬ 
ing to see the gutted Year One 


classroom, I was struck by the 
relentlessly positive and prag¬ 
matic approach being taken by 
James Clark and his staff at Exn¬ 
ing Primary School. 

“Although part of the school is 
now a building site, it was clear 
that parents and teachers are 
doing their best to ensure that 
there is minimal disruption for 
the pupils. 

“I will be keeping in touch 
with the school to make sure I 
can help with any way I can and 
I am very grateful to Mr Clark 
for taking the time to show me 
around.” 

Two girls aged 16 and 17 were 
arrested on suspicion of arson 
and bailed following the incident 
at the beginning of the month.

De Niro’s gets 
asset value title

THE De Niro’s nightclub 
building in Newmarket, 
which is currently at the 
centre of a campaign to turn 
it into a cinema, has been 
named as an “asset of com¬ 
munity value”. 

The building, which cur¬ 
rently lays empty but has a 
planning application for a 
number of apartments on the 
site, was listed after campaign 
leaders David Rippington and 
David Goodman applied to 
Suffolk County Council. 

Local groups are able to 
nominate a building for list¬ 
ing by a local authority as an 
“asset of community value”. 

If a bid is accepted, this 
means the group will have 
a chance to bid to buy the 
building when it is sold in the 
future. 

Many residents have been 
supporting a project which 
aims to bring a cinema to the 
De Niro’s site, dubbed The 
Doric Centre, as it is on the

site of the old Doric Cinema. 

Mr Rippington said: “It’s all 
very positive. We are trying to 
get something for the town 
and this is an ideal building to 
do that. 

“It being an asset of com¬ 
munity value means that if 
the building was still on the 
market and up for sale the 
seller would have to give us 
the first opportunity to bid. 

“We would have six months 
in which to put together some 
way of buying the building.” 

However, Mr Rippington 


added that while the move 
was positive, they still had to 
wait for a decision from For¬ 
est Heath District Council on 
whether planning permission 
for apartments would be ap¬ 
proved. Newmarket Town 
Council are opposed to the 
plan and have recommended 
refusal. 

Mr Rippington said: “When 
this comes up before com¬ 
mittee they will look at what 
Newmarket said but they 
might completely ignore that. 

“But now it’s been listed as 
an asset of public value they 
have to take that into account 
in their decision. 

“There are now two sources 
of pressure.” 

Mr Rippington added that 
they have been approaching 
a number of cinema opera¬ 
tors who may be interested 
in the site, but would not dis¬ 
close who. 

They will now be using the 
title of them being an asset of 
community value as a way of 
attracting more financers to 
the project.

Teacher who used 
meat cleaver in 
lessons tells of 
‘months of hell’ 


A TEACHER from Mildenhall 
who used a meat cleaver in 
his science lessons will not 
face trial for charges of hav¬ 
ing an offensive weapon. 

Jonathan Abbott, 35, had 
pleaded not guilty to posses¬ 
sion of a bladed article after 
the knife was found in an un¬ 
locked drawer in his desk at 
Mildenhall College Academy 
in 2014. 

It has been reported that 
the teacher used the knife as 
part of his lessons, including 
teaching children about the 
splitting of the atom. 

But when he was on holi¬ 
day, a supply teacher report¬ 
ed Dr Abbott to senior staff 
at the school and police were 
called. 

After numerous court ap¬ 
pearances and a suspension

from work, a judge at Ipswich 
Crown Court dismissed the 
case this week when defence 
lawyers argued it was not in 
the public interest to pro¬ 
ceed. 

In an interview with the 
Daily Mail , Dr Abbott said: 
“I am obviously relieved and 
happy. It has been 11 months 
of hell. I am somebody who 
loves my job and I have not 
been able to work, so it has 
been very difficult for me. 

“I was charged with hav¬ 
ing a bladed article within a 
school - however, it is a le¬ 
gitimate defence if you have 
it for an educational purpose 
or you have authority. 


“From day one I said it was 
for an educational purpose. 

“I have been in Crown 
Court four times and Magis¬ 
trates court once. 

“Throughout that time, no¬ 
body has looked at the case 
until now and said Actually, 
you are right’.” 

Dr Abbott said he was 
taught to use the knife as a 
teaching aid when he was at 
teacher training college. 

“I was doing a technique 
that was taught to me so there 
are hundreds and thousands 
of teachers doing exactly the 
same thing,” he said. 

A spokeswoman for the 
Academy Transformation 
Trust, who sponsor Milden¬ 
hall College Academy, said 
an internal process “may” be 
carried out.

Charges set to 
be brought in 
for brown bins 


RESIDENTS of Newmarket 
are a step closer to being 
charged up to £50 to get rid 
of their garden waste, the dis¬ 
trict council has said. 

Forest Heath District Coun¬ 
cil cabinet members decided 
last week that they would 
recommend a charge should 
be made for the brown bin 
collections, starting the next 
financial year. 

The recommendation came 
as a report said the cost of 
collecting brown bins across 
West Suffolk was set to almost 
double - costing more than 
£1 million a year. 

The significant price rise 
came as there has been an 
increase in the cost of com¬ 
posting and “significantly less 
funding” from Suffolk County 
Council to “support organic 
waste collection for recy¬ 
cling”.

The report said the council 
would either need to charge 
to collect the bins, or find up 
to £500,000 more a year across 
FHDC and St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council, which may 
impact other services. 

Cllr David Bowman, cabi¬ 
net member responsible for 
waste management, said: 
“Nobody wants to pay extra 
for a service but we are faced 
with hugely increased costs 
that are not in our control and 
that money has to come from 
somewhere. 

“We could take it out of 
other services or, as Cabinet 
is recommending, give peo¬ 
ple the choice about whether 
they want to have a brown 
bin.” The councillor added 


that the service was “never 
free”, and was actually cost¬ 
ing Suffolk taxpayers a total of 
£6.6 million. 

He added: “We simply can¬ 
not afford for our share to 
cost more, which is why we 
are recommending making 
an annual charge of between 
£35 and £50. 

“We will encourage home 
composting where people 
have suitable gardens, or peo¬ 
ple would be able to take their 
garden waste to recycling 
centres if they don’t want a 
brown bin.” 

The recommendation will 
be considered by the full 
council on October 14 before 
a decision is made.

LOCAL GOVERNMENT 

Devolution powers bid 
for 8 Suffolk councils 


SUFFOLK has presented a de¬ 
volution bid to the government 
in the hopes of gaining more in¬ 
dependence and powers for the 
county. 

The bid has been put together 
and submitted by all eight Suf¬ 
folk councils, working with the 
Local Enterprise Partnerships, 
Suffolk Police, and the Clinical 
Commissioning Groups. 

They hope that devolving 
powers to Suffolk will deliver 
70,000 new homes in the county 
by 2031, as well as 7,500 appren¬ 
ticeships and a 65 per cent A* to 
C pass rate at GCSE. 

Cllr Jennie Jenkins, chair¬ 
man of the Suffolk Public Sector 
Leaders’ group said: “The Suf¬ 
folk devolution ‘bid’ was sent to 
Government on September 4th 
and over the next few weeks all

eight participating Suffolk coun¬ 
cils will be asked to support fur¬ 
ther discussions about it with 
ministers and civil servants. 

“At the same time, we are also 
in talks with a number of other 
organisations, including neigh¬ 
bouring councils and other po¬ 
tential partners”. 

The devolution proposals are 
based around themes such as 
place, people, and productivity. 

The “place” proposals are fo¬ 
cused on housing and transport. 
The councils want to have more 
control over money such as New 
Homes Bonus receipts so they 


don’t have to depend on gov¬ 
ernment grants, as well as hav¬ 
ing more control over transport 
funding and decision making. 
They hope to create a joined 
up “Suffolk Streategic Plan” for 
these areas. 

The “people” proposals are 
about employment and care. 
The councils want responsibil¬ 
ity for the Apprenticeship Grant 
and muli-year settlements with 
government on health, care and 
safety. They also hope to design 
a lne local employment service. 

These overlap with the “pro¬ 
ductivity” proposals, related to 
the county’s economy. These 
include aiming for 7,500 new 
apprenticeships by 2025 and 
freedom to establish the new 
employment service, which 
would deliver Universal Credit. 


They want the local economy 
to support investment better 
and be less reliant on govern¬ 
ment grants. 

The proposals will be support¬ 
ed by the Cities and Local Gov¬ 
ernment Devolution Bill which 
is currently passing through Par¬ 
liament. 

It was submitted on Septem¬ 
ber 4, in time that it may be in¬ 
cluded in the Chancellor’s au¬ 
tumn statement. 

Suffolk was one of 38 local au¬ 
thorities across the country to 
put in a devolution bid under 
the new legislation. 

Although there is no fixed 
timescale for the proposed 
changes yet, the Suffolk public 
sector leaders will be working 
closely together over the coming 
weeks.

Cllr Edwards added: “The 
money spent, less than one 
per cent of the proposed in¬ 
vestment, has done its job in 
terms of flagging up a num¬ 
ber of issues which while 
not insurmountable, could 
have jeopardised our overall 
investment. “ 

The cost of the due dili¬ 
gence will not impact coun¬ 
cil tax or services, FHDC 
said. 

“We remain committed 
to looking for opportunities 
to invest in community en¬ 
ergy projects,” Cllr Edwards 
added.

car drivers, at least half had suffered 
from lower back trouble in the past 
12 months, and leisure drivers are 
similarly afflicted. 

Almost 31 million days of work 
were lost last year due to back, neck 
and muscle problems, according 
to the Office for National Statistics 
(ONS). 

As Prof Steve Bevan, director 
of the Centre for Workforce 
Effectiveness at the Work 
Foundation, puts it: "Sitting is the 
new smoking. The more sedentary 
you are, the worse it is for your 
health." 

Sitting puts 50 per cent more 
pressure on our lumbar discs 
compared to standing, and then 
combine it with the bumps and 
shocks from the road surface, the 
use of the pedals to brake and 
operate the clutch, not to mention 
the twisting when looking around, 
and it's surprising we can still walk 
when we get to our destination. The 
increasing stress of modern driving 
and living is a growing problem, but 
the car seat is far from ideal. 

There have been great strides 
in the design and manufacture 
of modern car seats to adjust in 
accordance with the great variety 
of body sizes and shapes using 
them, but they are compromised 
by cost, space and the other 
safety and driving paraphernalia 
surrounding them. As Dr Graham 
Cox, an author on the subject, 
writes: "Most seats are designed so

that our knees are above the level 
of our hips, which is good for safety 
but poor ergonomically. When 
driving we need to extend our legs 
asymmetrically to move the pedals, 
turn the steering wheel, change 
gears and constantly be on the 
lookout for danger." 

As soon as your bottom moves 
forward and a gap between the 
back of the seat and your own lower 
back appears, or between your 
shoulders and the top of the seat, 
then it is a sure sign that your spine 
is in the wrong physical shape and 
certain areas of the spine are taking 
excessive strain. What's more, the 
vibrations and bumps also dehydrate 
the spongy discs that sit between our 
vertebrae and allow us movement, 
and act as shock absorbers - the less 
fluid, the less they work.The point 
to remember is that you need to sit 
well back in your seat.

Six horses won the first leg of the 
autumn double twice in the 20th 
Century - Hackler’s Pride (1903-4), 
Christmas Daisy (1909-10), Sterope 
(1948-49), Prince de Galles (1969- 
70), (Baronet 1978 and ‘80) and 
Rambo’s Hall (1989 and ‘92). 

Now, after equalling the feats of 
that elite club, Bronze Angel will 
bid to break new ground as a three¬ 
time winner of the historic handi¬ 
cap over the straight nine furlongs. 

Successful off a mark of 95 in 2012 
and 99 12 months ago, the six-year- 
old has to defend his crown of a 
rating of 108. 

However, he will have the services 
of crack apprentice Louis Steward, 
who can claim the 31b allowance. 

Steward was in the saddle last 
year and partnered Bronze Angel to 
victory at Doncaster’s Leger meet¬ 
ing to give a timely reminder of his 
Cambridgeshire prospects. 

“He keeps on doing it. He’s such 
a lovely horse and is a star,” said 
Tregoning. 

“He’s come out of the race very 
well and his next race will be the 
Cambridgeshire where he will have 
more weight than last year, but if he 
goes there in his current form, he’ll 
still run very well. 

“He’s going there in tip-top order 
and Louis will still claim 31b off him. 

“It’s obviously going to be tougher, 
but he is in very good order.” 

John Smith’s Cup hero Mas¬ 
ter Carpenter currently heads the 
weights for Rod Millman with a 
potentially strong Irish challenge 
that includes the Ger Lyons-trained 
Brendan Brackan and Mick Hal¬ 
ford’s Portage. 

Other contenders include Royal 
Ascot winner Gm Hopkins, Earth 
Drummer and My Dream Boat. 

Hawksmoor will have her next out¬ 
ing in the Shadwell Rockfel Stakes 


at Newmarket on Friday, providing 
there is sufficient ease in the ground. 

Trainer Hugo Palmer will let the 
two-year-old take her chance in the 
seven-furlong Group Two contest 
as long ground conditions remain 
in her favour. 

Having demonstrated her potent 
turn of foot when coming from 
almost last to first in the Prestige 
Stakes at Goodwood on her latest 
start, the daughter of Azamour was 
forced to miss her intended outing 
in the May Hill Stakes at Doncaster 
on account of quick ground. 


Palmer said: “The ground was 
too quick for her at Doncaster. I 
have left her in the Rockfel and we 
will see what the weather does this 
week. 

“If it was good or good to soft 
then we would have a go.” 

There was bad news for Luca 
Cumani and his team last week after 
leading owner Sheikh Mohammed 
Obaid A1 Maktoum made the deci¬ 
sion to remove all his horses from 
his yard, including King George 
hero Postponed.
